Very scarce variety; one opening torn without loss of paper; net graded from VF due to a diagonal crease at upper right 

Whitman Publishing Company - Second Edition 

Backing intact; light corner wear; very scarce this nice 

Sharp printing, but the title faded; written on back in neat script is "Nov. 19, 1937" 

Absolutely beautiful 

Backing completely intact; printing a bit faded 

Two openings torn without loss of paper; bright printing for a Second Edition board 
Bright printing, one torn opening without loss of paper, scarce this nice 

Whitman Publishing Company - Third Edition 

Looks VF overall but with four openings partially torn 

Vendor stamped for Hansan’s Coins & Stamps in Kansas City, MO 
Only one torn opening; corners too wrinkled for a higher grade 

Vendor stamped for Rockford Office Supply House (1L?) 

Looks almost NM, but there’s a brown stain in one opening 

Looks NM but with light moisture wrinkling along right edge 
Two openings are torn without loss of paper 

Four openings partially torn without loss of paper; Third Edition Mercury boards are scarce

Very rare early printing with heavily marbled paper and oversize title; just a single opening torn without loss of paper; a beautiful board
